In  ,a  recently  published  article,  Mr. 
Gardner  said  that  ‘‘It  wili  not  be 
long  until  there  is  a  fall-sizod  sym¬ 
phony  orchestra  in  both  the  College  and 
High  school. 

Much  of  the  credit  for  the  rapid  ad- 
vancomont  made  by  the  musical  organi¬ 
zations  is  due  to  Mr.  Ilickernoll.  A  wide 
experience,  both  as  a  musician  and  ns  a 
student,  has  fitted  him  admirably  for 
the  work  of  direction.

Mr.  Gardner  said.  ‘‘There  is  still, 
therefore,  room  for  greater  advance¬ 
ment  in  all  of  the  musical  groups.
